y ears. 
The 
new attitude 
toward 
knowledge in the past century is 
responsible for the v ast strides 
made in all lines during that 
time, Mr. Stump declared, and 
this age is distinguished by the 
processes through which educa­ 
tion is giv en. 
Past ages were 
not lacking in men of brilliance, 
he asserted, but in older day s 
the majority of men who made 
v ery important discov eries and 
inv entions 
met with 
.sev ere 
persecution 
because 
p e o p l e 
thought they were either crazy 
or in league with the dev il. 
He mentioned sev eral of his­ 
tory 's famous discov erers of na­ 
ture’s truths and inv entors who 
met with sev ere opposition and 
oftentimes death at the hands 
of ignorant and superstitious 
people because of what they had 
done. 
An7 ex ample was giv en to show 
the improv ement in the times 
by Mr. Stump. He said that an 
ancient Roman emperor ordered 
constructed for his use a char­ 
iot made entirely of gold and 
silv er and encrusted with prec­ 
ious stones. He stated that this 
chariot was worth a large for­ 
tune for the materials it con­ 
tained but as far as hav ing any 
practical v alue today as a means 
of 
conv ey ance 
it 
would 
be 
worthless. 
For a price only a 
small fraction of what this em­ 
peror’s chariot was worth peo­ 
ple toaay can obtain means of 
transportation far superior as to 
speed, comfort and size,” he said.

He also paid Rollin 
Turner a compliment, and stated 
that he should be in congress 
representing the fourth district. 
The senator also praised J udge 
Sparks, declaring that it was one

In th e December 2, 
1868 issue of the Republican , is 
foun d a description of the dedi­ 
cation of th e Soldiers (then so 
n am ed) 
Home 
n ear 
K n ights­ 
town , as w ritten by th e editor, A. 
B. Cam pbell. We quote th e a rti­ 
cle 
verbatim , 
as 
an y chan ge 
would be sacrilegious, of an a rti­ 
cle w ritten , by th a t able m an , 
whose tragic an d utim ely death 
occurred, a t Chicago, in 189 6. 
“We spen t T han ksgivin g a t 
the Soldiers Home, participatin g 
in the dedication of th e same, 
an d take pleasure in reportin g 
the followin g in terestin g order 
of exercises observed upon th a t 
occasion . At on e o’clock p. m., 
the audien ce assem bled in the 
chapel room, in th e th ird story 
of th e n ew buildin g; eighty three 
orphan s of deceased soldiers sur­ 
roun ded th e stan d; n ext to them 
sat th e b attle scarred heroes, 
in m ates of th e hom e, while the 
visitors occupied th e seats re­ 
m ain in g. 
Col. 
Philip 
Horn brood, 
of 
Evan sville was chosen chairm an 
an d a fte r a few appropriate re­ 
m arks an n oun ced th e order of 
exercises, as follows: Sin gin g of 
the N ation al hym n “A m erica" 
by th e children , led by C haplain 
Lozier, Miss M in n ie H an am an 
presidin g a t th e m elodeon . 
At 
the con clusion of th is hym n , 
Rev. A. C. Allen of In dian apolis 
in voked th e blessin gs of God 
upon the Home an d its in m ates, 
in a m an n er w hich touched the 
h e art of every on e presen t; a fter 
w hich C haplain Lozier san g th e 
“Cottage of th e D ear On es Left 
a t H om e,” th e choir join in g in 
the chorus. 
A letter was th en read from 
S en ator M orton , (w ar G overn or) 
regrettin g th a t public duty pre­ 
ven ted him from bein g presen t. 
S hort addresses were th en de­ 
livered by Gov. B aker, Lt. Gov. 
Cum back; both addresses were 
received w ith en thusiasm . 
At 
the close of Gov. B aker’s address 
th e childern san g th e hym n “Do 
You Kn ow An y Little B are Foot 
Boy?” 
A fter Lt. Gov. C um back’s a d­ 
dress M ajor E. P. Edsall of Ft. 
W ayn e, 
* recited 
“S h eridan ’s 
Ride" in a m asterly m an n er, fol­ 
lowed by Gen . Joh n Coburn in 
an excellen t address of fifteen 
m in utes duration . 
A fin e m a­ 
son ic library was th en presen ted 
to the horife, post m aster H acker 
deliverin g th e address. The gift 
was accepted by Dr. H an am an , 
on e of th e trustees of th e Home, 
in a few appropriate rem arks. 
This cerem on y was followed by a 
son g from th e children en titled 
“The Flag oi O ur Un ion , Flag of 
the F ree,” each child wavin g 
vigorously over his or her head, 
a little flag. T his son g was re­ 
ceived w ith con tin ued applause. 
At its con clusion a beautiful flag 
was presen ted from th e Un ion 
ladies of R ush coun ty to th e 
Soldier Home; A. B. Cam pbell 
deliverin g th e address, an d re ­ 
ceived by Dr. H an am an . 
A history of th e hom e was 
th en read by Dr. W ishard. The 
con cludin g addresses were de­ 
livered by H on .'H . C. N ew com e,! 
editor In dian apolis Journ al, an d j 


Gen . Lew W alace. The con clud­ 
in g prayer th en cam e an d we 
were ushered in to th e din in g 
room an d partook of a m ost de­ 
licious T han ksgivin g din n er. 
T h at aftern oon we were tre a t­ 
ed to a feast of reason an d tu r­ 
key, an d a flow of soul n ot soon 
to be forgotten . We call a tte n ­ 
tion to a description of this 
m ovem en t of our sta te ’s g ra ti­ 
tude to th e brave defen der of 
our flag published in an oth er 
colum n .” 
We have heretofore, 
in these “R em in iscen ces” pub­ 
lished a com plete history of th e 
Soldiers’ Home, from its foun da­ 
tion to late in th e last cen tury, 
but use th e above to call back 
local in terest. 
This Home is today, th e larg ­ 
est, fin est an d m ost com plete 
Home, 
in 
th e 
U n ited 
States, 
given over to th e care of W ar or­ 
ph an s an d depen den ts, an d a 
m on um en t of w hich th e state 
m ay well feel proud an d guard 
w ith jealous care, from th e be­ 
foulin g, destructive touch of po­ 
litician s, grafters, or icon iclasts. 
Shortly a fte r th is th e R epub­ 
lican published a report of the 
Youn g m urde r w hich occurred 
Sept. 12, 1868 a t “Cole S prin gs” 
two an d on e h alf m iles n orth of 
In dian apolis, for w hich, Nan cy 
J., Clem Silas H artm an an d Bill 
A bram s were in dicted an d tried. 
Mrs. Clem was a sister of Silas 
H artm an an d th e wife of a rich 
an d respectable citizen of the 
city who was in n o way suspect­ 
ed of com plicity in th e horrible 
affair. The eviden ce of m urder 
was bafflin g b ut on date n am ed 
Mr. Youn g, wife an d an oth er 
lady were seen w alkin g n ear the 
scen e of th e m urder about three 
o’clock th a t day. 
The scen e of the m urder was a 
fishin g 
resort, 
picn ic 
groun ds 
etc., 
so 
n othin g 
stran ge 
was 
th oug h t of th e in ciden t. Soon 
after they were first observed, 
the report of a m usket an d rifle 
or pistol was heard by several 
person s n ear. Followin g th is a 
m an an d w om an were seen lyin g 
on th e beach, n ear th e w aters 
edge an d a volume of smoke 
seen risin g from w here they lay. 
No atten tion was given to them 
un til th e n ext day, w hen person s 
ridin g on th e oth er side of the 
river saw them an d crossed over, 
w hen a blood curdlin g sight m et 
th e ir gaze. The m a n ’s head was 
shot h alf off an d a large double 
barrel shot gun , w ith on e barrel 
em pty lay by his side an d a pa rt 
of his clothin g han gin g on a wil­ 
low n ear by. 
The w om an h ad been struck 
on th e head by some blun t in ­ 
strum en t an d was shot through 
th e 
head, 
h er 
clothin g 
had 
caught fire an d pa rt of h er body 
h ad been charred. 
B oth hao 
been shot th roug h th e rig h t side 
of th e head. At a n in quest held 
Sun day followin g th e coron er 
ren dered a verdict of m urder. A 
gran d jury in dicted Nan cy J. 
Clem, h er b roth er Silas H artm an 
an d Bill Abram s, for the m urder 
an d police h un ted for eviden ce. 
The state was represen ted by 
Prosecutor D un can , Dye, Porter, 
Fishback, B arbour an d Jacobs, 
whil th e defen se coun sel were 
Hon . Joh n H an n a, W. W. Lethers 
an d Gen . Fred K n efller. 
In Decem ber the case was call­ 
ed for trial. The iden tity 
of the 


wom an seen w alkin g w ith Youn g 
an d 
wife 
was 
th e 
stum blin g 
block for th e state but circum ­ 
stan tial 
eviden ce 
poin ted 
to 
Mrs. Clem, who it was shown 
had, 
before

by h er servan t girl, w hich were 
No. 4172 while her own size was 
No. 21/2, th e exact size of the 
foot prin t in th e san d, w here the 
Youn gs were killed. 
She was 
iden tified as th e wom an seen 
ridin g w ith th e Youn gs, before 
the m urder, while her brother, 
Silas H artm an was seen follow­ 
in g th e Youn g buggy. 
It was shown th a t she had of­ 
fered a w om an $50 to sw ear she 
was a t H artm an 's house a t 4 o’­ 
clock th e even in g of th e m urder. 
She told th a t Abram s was a t her 
house all th a t aftern oon puttin g 
down 
carpets 
but 
the 
state 
showed she was n ot a t hom e th a t 
aftern oon un til n e ar five o’clock. 
She gave a brother of A bram s’ 
$5,000, a fte r A bram s was a rre st­ 
ed. 
It was shown th a t Youn g 
had a large sum of m on ey w ith 
him th e day he was killed. She 
was shown to have an im m en se 
sum of mon ey after the crim e 
an d had n on e of her own before. 
H er defen se was an alibi. 
Five w itn esses swore they saw 
h er a t th e New York store th a t 
aftern oon , despite her con ten ­ 
tion th a t she was a t home. On e 
a feeble old lady testified she 
had walked eighteen squares in 
fifteen m in utes to the New York 
store, w here she saw Mrs. Clem, 
an oth er w itn ess got th e date 
wron g, while all were con tradict­ 
ed. The argum en t was lon g an d 
bitter. 
This 
jury 
disagreed— 
eleven voted for acquittal an d 
on e for con viction . 
D efen dan ts filed a m otion for 
.chan ge of ven ue an d th e case 
was sen t to Boon e coun ty where 
a jury foun d Mrs. Clem guilty of

The greatest experiences of ou r cru ise thu s far have been In 
Athens, Thessalonica and the Aegean Sea. As I look back u pon 
my college and seminary work I recall tha t freq u ently there was 
an inner rebellion against the strict req u irem ent: five years of 
Greek gram m ar, composition, reading of Xenophon’s Anabis, the 
plays of Sophocles and Eu ripides, and later the Greek New Testa­ 
ment. All the “cram m ing” of those years for exam inations was 
worth while as p rep aration for the few hou rs sp ent in Athens, in 
the theatre of Dionysiu s, where the plays of Sophocles and Eu rip­ 
ides were given; on Mars Hill where Pau l preached to the Epi­ 
cu rean and Stoic philosophers; down in the old m ark et where 
Socrates discu ssed problems of life with his disciples, and where 
Pau l dispu ted with those who idled in the m ark et. 
One can stand u pon the Acropolis in the shadow of the most 
m ajestic ru ins in the world and think back throu gh the centu ries 
of illu striou s history that were enacted there. While it was an 
u nspeak able joy to stand here where the world’s greatest philoso­ 
pher and Christendom 's greatest missionary (excepting Christ, of 
cou rse) m arshaled their-beliefs against the beliefs of worshipers 
of Ju piter, Athena and others whose su pposed home was on top 
of snow-capped Mt. Olympu s, yet the place was su rrou nded with 
relics of p ast and p resent tragedy. 
Ju st a little way from Mars Hill was the grotto-prison of Socra­ 
tes. Here he was imprisoned and m artyred for heresy. His ac­ 
cu sers hated him becau se he had some new ideas abou t God, and 
now ideas abou t God are always considered heretical by the 
“standp atters.” Here on Mars Hill Pau l was scorned becau se he 
had something new to say abou t God. 
/ 
Tragedy, tragedy, tragedy! In 840 B. C., the Acropolis fell be­ 
fore the armies of Xerxes, after the heroic failu re of Therm op ­ 
ylae to k eep back the invading hord. The defeat of Thermopylae 
was later avenged in the Straits of Salamis, throu gh which ou r 
ship passed, when the Persians “bottled” u p the Greek ships and 
Themistocles battered the Persian ships to pieces as he fou ght 
his way ou t of Salamis into the Aegean Sea. 
Then came the conq u ering armies of Philip of Macedon, who 
laid the fou ndations of conq u est by his son, Alexander the Great, 
against whom the eloq u ence of Demosthenes was in vain. Time 
shou ld be tak en here to review the su mmary of the Golden Age 
of Athens by Thu cidides in the fu neral oration over the body of 
Pericles—a Golden Age that was forever lost, except in memory 
All this history, however, can be secu red in any book u pon Greek 
life and thou ght. The later history of Athens is less fam iliar. 
Athens was protected by the Romans u nder the Caesars; then 
came Alaric the Goth, and real destru ction began. Under Con­ 
stantine and the ecclesiastics, it was robbed of its treasu res and 
forbidden to teach philosophy. In 1458 there came Omar, con­ 
q u ering general of M ahomet II, and tha t was the end of Athens 
The Parthenon was converted into a powder magazine; the 
Propylaea was u sed as a place of residence by M ohamet’s gov­ 
ernor, and the Erectheu m for the latter’s harem . 
In 1645 the powder stored in the Propylaea exploded and blew 
it u p, and then, when the Vfcnitians attack ed in 1687, one of their 
shells set off the Parthenon and blew tha t u p too. 
All of this is a graphic com m entary u pon the u tter folly of 
man, and the absu rdity of war, tha t have continu ed to the p res­ 
ent day. 
Prior to the World War, Athens was a small city. Following 
the war thou sands u pon thou sands of Greek refu gees from Tu rk ish 
Asia Minor were moved into Greece. It is six miles from Piraeu s 
(sea'p ort of Athens) to Athens, and all the intervening space has

are still living in hu ts. The popu lation of Athens and Saló nica 
has trebled in the p ast decade—mostly refu gees. Athens now has 
a popu lation of more than 400,000; Piraeu s, 210,000, and Saló nica, 
578,000. The pressing problem today is to extract a meagre living 
for these thou sands from the barren, rock y hills of Greece, and 
the still greater problem of finding a w ater su pply for su ch a vast 
increase in popu lation. Only twenty per cent of the entire area 
of Greece is cu ltivable. 
Su ch a situ ation can mean bu t one thing in the fu tu re—more 
tragedy. W ar k ills off the su rplu s popu lation and gives hope of 
adding additional territory for expansion. We haven’t seen any 
territory in the region of the Aegean Sea tha t wou ld be worth a 
back yard q u arrel, mu ch less a battle, bu t a Greek can mak e a 
living from a herd of two goats and a rock y p atch of m ou ntain 
land. 
From Athens we sailed north to Saló nica (Thessalonica of New 
Testam ent days), where Pau l rem ained for several m onths and 
established the second C hristian Chu rch in Eu rope. There are no 
traditional sites of the Pau line chu rch pointed ou t to tou rists to­ 
day, nor is there anything in the city a t the p resent tim e to mak e 
one w ant to rem ain longer than necessary. The city of Saló nica, 
lik e Athens, is a vast refu gee camo, whe(re the innocent victims 
of the World W ar have fou nd a haven u ntil the next war. The 
only significance tha t is attached to Saló nica is tha t it once con­ 
tained a little chu rch to which Pau l addressed the Thessalonian 
letters. 
I never appreciated the phrase, “The glory tha t once was 
Greece,” u ntil I saw the ru ins of p ast glory, and saw the barren 
hills and the u tter poverty of mu ltiplied thou sands today. Yet the 
Greek is a thrifty citizen, and the ou tlook is hopefu l. The w ater 
su pply of Athens is being modernized; a loan of $30,000,000 has 
been made to rebu ild roads and reclaim land. W ith the help of 
Americans and the Red Cross, over 100,000 new homes have been 
bu ilt. The Near East Relief Fu nd has saved thou sands of these 
refu gees from starvation and given them shelter. Abou t fifty m il­ 
lion dollars are sent to Greece yearly by Greek restau rant pro- 
orietors in America. In this p art of the world American generosity 
is ap p arent everywhere. 
W hether Greece su cceeds or fails, Athens will always be a mecca 
for tou rists and stu dents of a rt and philosophy. We are look ing 
forward to ou r retu rn to Athens on the westward, homeward 
jou rney

This outlet wiU account

such a substantial proportion of 
the 1930 crop throughout the 
country that it may prove to be 
an imporant market factor be- 
fore another harvest, it was 
said. 


Crop statisticians who in July 


figured that Uvestock through- 
out the United States would use 
40,000,000 to 60,000,000 bushels of 
wheat thip year have already 
changed their estimates to 90,- 
000,000 to 125,000,000 bushels. 


Farmers of the state are using 


large quantities of wheat in the 
rations for dairy cows, poultry 
and hogs. It has practicaUy the 
same feeding values as corn. 
However, it should be mixed with 
corn or oats for best results. 


Wheat is being fed because it 


is generaUy known that a heavy 
surplus hangs over the market 
and there is considerable pessi- 
mism concerning * the 
wheat 


market. Again, corn, the major 
source of Uvestock feed, promises 
the smallest crop since 1901. It 
now commands from ten to 
twenty cents morex per bushel 
than wheat and many farmers 
are selling corn and feeding the 
other grain. 
, 
The drought has reduced pas- 


tures and hay to such an extent 
that greater amounts of grain 
are being required than usual in 
the maintenance of> farni ani- 
mals. 
• The farm bureau estimates 
that the wheat crop is ample to 
meet aU possible demands from 
the Quilling industry and to aid 
the livestock situation. 
. Another reason given for in- 
creased feeding of wheat, is that 
prices of butter, eggs and^ other 
[arm 
products are so low'- that 


farmers generally have little"in- 
clination to utiUze purchased 
feeds but are using farm grains 
and local feed suppUes as much 
as possible. ' 
The United States Department 


of Agriculture and Purdue Uni- 
versity Extension Division are 
conducting a widespread .cam- 
paign for farm feeding of wheat.

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REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


Leaving -Who's Who," for 


awhile, let us go back to inci- 
dents truly "reminiscent" and 
recall some incidents of years 
long ago. In the December 2, 
1868 issue of the Republican, is 
found a description of the dedi- 
cation of the Soldiers jtthen so 
named) Home near Knights- 
town, as written by the editor, A. 
B.,Campbell. We quote the(arti- 
cle verbatim, as any change 
would be sacrilegious, of an arti- 
cle written, by that able man 
whose tragic and utimely death 
occurred, at Chicago, in 1896. 


"We spent Thanksgiving at 


the Soldiers Home, participating 
in the dedication of the same, 
and take pleasure in reporting 
the following interesting order 
of exercises observed upon that 
occasion. At one o'clock p. m. 
the audience assembled in the 
chapel room, in the third story 
of the new building; eighty three 
orphans of deceased soldiers sur- 
rounded the stand; next to them 
sat the battle scarred heroes, 
inmates of the home, while the 
visitors occupied the 'seats re- 
maining. 


Col. Philip 
Hornbrood, of 


Evansville was chosen chairman 
and after a few appropriate re- 
marks announced the order of 
exercises, as follows: Singing of 
the National hymn "America" 
by the children, led by Chaplain 
Lozier, Miss Minnie Hanaman 
presiding at the melodeon. At 
the conclusion of this hymn, 
Rev. A. C. Allen of Indianapolis 
invoked the blessings of God 
upon the Home and its inmates, 
in a manner which touched the 
heart of every one present; after 
which Chaplain Lozier sang the 
"Cottage of the Dear "Ones Left 
at Home," the choir joining in 
the chorus.

This song was re- 
ceived, with- continued "applause. 
At its conclusion a beautiful flag 
was- presented from the Union 
adies of Rush county to* the 
Soldier Home; A. B Campbell 
delivering the address, and re- 
ceived by Dr. Hanaman.

A history of the home %as 


then read by-Dr. Wishard. The 
concluding addresses were'de- 
ivefejd by Hon.'H. C. Newcome, 
editor Indianapolis Journal, and 


Gen. Lew Walace. The conclud- 
ing prayer then came and we 
were ushered into the dining 
room and partook of a most de- 
licious Thanksgiving dinner. 


That afternoon we were treat- 


ed to a feast of reason and tur- 
key, and a flow of soul not soon 
to be forgotten. We call atten- 
tion' 'to a description of this 
movement ,of our state's grati- 
tude to the brave defender of 
our flag published in another 
column." We have heretofore 
in these "Reminiscences" pub- 
lished a complete history of the 
Soldiers' Home, from its founda- 
tion to late hi the last century 
but use the above to call ;back 
local interest. 
'This Home is today, the larg- 
est, finest and most complete 
Home, in the United States 
given over to the care of War or- 
phans and dependents, and a 
monument of which the state 
may well feel proud .and guard 
with jealous care, .from the be- 
fouling, destructive touch of po- 
liticians, grafters, or iconiclasts. 


Shortly after this the Repub- 


lican published a report of the 
Young murdes, -which occurred 
Sept. 12, 1868 at "Cole" Springs 
two and one half miles north of 
Indianapolis, for which, Nancy 
J., Clem 'Silas Hartman and. Bill 
Abrams were indicted and tried 
Mrs. Clem was a sister of. Silas 
Hartman and the wife of a rich 
and respectable citizen of the 
city who was in no way suspect- 
ed of complicity in the horrible 
affair. -The evidence of murder 
was baffling but on date named 
Mr. Young, wife and another 
lady were seen walking near the 
scene of the murder about three 
o'clock that day.. 


The scene of the murder was a 


fishing resort, picnic grounds 
etc., so nothing • strange was 
thought of the incident. Soon 
after they were first observed, 
the report of a musket and rifle 
or pistol was heard1 by several 
persons near.; Following this a 
man and woman were seen lying 
on the beach, near the wafers 
edge and a volume of smoke 
•seen rising from where they lay. 
No attention was given to them 
until the next'day, when persons 
riding (on the other side of the 
river saw them and crossed over, 
when a blood curdling sight met 
thein'gazel The man's .head was 
shot half off and a-large double 
barrel shot gun, with one barrel 
empty lay by his side and a part 
of his clothing hanging-.dn a wil- 
low hear .toy., 


The woman had been struck 


on the head' by .some blunt in- 
strument and was shot through 
the head, her ..'.'clothing" had 
caught fire and part of her body 
had been ch'arred. Both, had. 
been Shot through the right side 
of the heacLj Atjaii Inquest held 
Sunday following , the coroner, 
rendered.a verdict'.of"murder; A 
grand jury indicted Nancy J. 
Clem, her brother Silas Hartman 
and Bill Abrams, for the murder 
and police^hunted for evidence. 


The -state was represented by 


Prosecutor Duncan/lpye, Porter, 
Fishback, -Barbour and Jacobs, 
whil the .defense counsel were 
Hon. 'John/Hahna,: W: .W. Lethers 
and' Gen. Fred JCnefller.

In December the case was call- 


ed lor trial: The identity of the 


woman seen walking with Young 
and wife was the stumbling 
block for the state but circum- 
stantial 
evidence pointed to 


Mrs. Clem, who it was shown 
had, before her arrest, been 
wearing a pair of shoes, owned 
by her servant girl, which were 
No. 4V2 while her own,size was 
No. 2yZi the exact size of the 
foot print in the sand, where the 
Youngs were killed. She was 
identified as the woman seen 
riding with the'Youngs, before 
the murder, while her brother 
Silas Hartman was seen follow- 
ing the Young buggy. 


It was shown that she had .of- 


fered a woman $500 to swear she 
was at Hartman's house at 4 o'- 
clock the evening of the murder 
'She told that Abrams was at her 
house all that afternoon putting 
down carpets hut the state 
showed she was not at home thai 
afternoon until near five o'clock 


She gave a brother of Abrams 


$5,000, after Abrams was arrest- 
ed. It was shown that Young 
had a large sum of money with 
him the day he was killed. Sfie" 
was shown to have an immense 
sum of money after the crime 
and had none of her own before 
Her defense was an alibi. 


Five witnesses swore they saw 


her at the New York store that 
afternoon, despite her conten- 
tion that she was at home. One 
a feeble old lady testified she 
had walked eighteen squares in 
fifteen minutes to the New'York 
store, where she saw Mrs. Clem, 
another witness got the date 
wrong, while all were contradict- 
ed. The argument was long' and 
.bitter. This jury disagreed— 
eleven voted for acquittal and 
one for conviction. 


Defendants filed a motion for 


change of venue and the case 
was sent to Boone county where 
a jury found .Mrs. Clem guilty of 
murder, in the. second degree 
from which judgment appeal 
was taken to the Supreme court 
where the judgment was re- 
versed and Mrs. Clern, who had 
been taken to State prison, was 
ordered returned to I the .Boone 
county jail. 


After years of legal wrangling, 


she was' finally turned free but 
while, circumstantial, the evi- 
dence made against her and co 
defendants was very near "be- 
yond a reasonable doubt." This 
case may be found in Forty Sec-

Paul_disputed with those who idled in the market.

Qne can stand upon the Acropolis in the shadow of the most 


majestic ruins in the world and think back through the centuries 
of illustrious history that were enacted there. While it was an 
unspeakable joy to stand here where the world's greatest philoso- 
pher and Christendom's greatest missionary (excepting Christ, of 
course) marshaled their-beliefs against the beliefs of worshipers 
of Jupiter, Athena and others whose supposed home was on top 
of snow-capped Mt. Olympus, yet the place was surrounded with 
relics of past and present tragedy. 


Just a little way from Mars'Hill was the grotto-prison of Socra- 


tes. Here he was" imprisoned and martyred for/heresy. His ac- 
cusersTiated him because he had some new ideas about God, and 
new ideas about God are always considered heretical by the 
"standpatters." Here on Mars Hill Paul was scorned because he 
had something'new to say about God.

Tragedy, tragedy, tragedy! In "840 B. C., the Acropolis fell be- 


fore the. armies of Xerxes, after the heroic-failure of Thermop- 
ylae to keep back the invading hord. The defeat of Thermopylae 
was later avenged in the Straits of Salamis, through which our 
ship passed, when the Persians "bottled" up the Greek ships and 
Themistocles battered the Persian ships to pieces as he fought 
his way out of Salamis into the Aegean Sea. 


Then came the conquering armies of Philip of Macedon, who 


laid the foundations of conquest by his son, Alexander the Great, 
against whom the eloquence of Demosthenes was in vain. Time 
should be taken here to review the summary of the Golden Age 
of Athens by Thucidides, in the funeral oration over the body of 
Pericles a Goldon Age that was forever lost, except in memory. 
All this history, however, can be secured in any book upon Greek 
life and thought. The later history of Athens is less familiar. 


Athens was protected by the Romans under the Caesars; then 


came Alaric the Goth, and--real destruction began. Under Con- 
stantine-and the ecclesiastics, it was robbed of'its treasures and 
forbidden to teach philosophy. In 1458 there came Omar, conr- 
qu'ering general of Mahomet H, and that was the end of Athens. 
The Parthenon, was converted into a powder magazine; the 
Propylaea was used as a place of residence by Mohamet's gov- 
ernor, and the Erecth'eum for the latter's harem. 


In 1645 the powder stored in the Propylaea exploded and blew 


it up, and then, when the Vtenitians attacked in 1687, one of their 
shells set off the Parthenon and'blew that up too. 


All of this is a graphic commentary upon the utter folly of 


man, and the absurdity of war, that have-continued to the pres- 
ent day.' 


Prior to the World War, Athens was a small city. Following 


the war thousands upon thousands of Greek refugees from Turkish 
Asia Minor were moved into Greece. It is six miles from Piraeus 
(sea'port of Athens) to Athens, and all the intervening space has 
been taken up by the refugees who, twelve years after the war, 
are still living in huts. The population of Athens and Salonica 
has trebled in the past decade—mostly refugees. Athens now has 
a population of more than 400,000; Piraeus^210,000, and Salonica, 
578;000. The pressing problem today is to extract a meagre living 
for these thousands from the barren, rocky hills of-Greece, and 
the still greater problem of finding a water supply for such a vast 
increase in population. Only twenty per cent of the entire area 
of Greece is cultivable. 


Such a situation can mean but one thing in the future—more 


tragedy. War kills off the surplus population and gives hope of 
adding additional territory for expansion. We haven't seen any 
territory in the region of the Aegean Sea that would be worthji 
backyard quarrel, much less a battle, but a Greek can make a 
living from a herd of two~ goats and a rocky patch of mountain 
land. 


From Athens we sailed north to Salonica (Thessalonica of New 


Testament days), .where Paul remained for several months and 
established" the second Christian Church in Europe. There are no 
traditional sites of the Pauline church pointed out to tourists to- 
day nor is there anything in the city at the present time to make 
one want to remain longer, than necessary. The city of Salonica, 
like Athens, is a vast refugee camp, wh^re the "innocent victims 
of the World War have found a haven until the next war. The 
only significance that is attached to Salonica is that it once con- 
tained a-little church to which Paul addressed the Thessalonian 
letters. . 
. 


I never appreciated the phrase, "The glory that- once- was 


Greece," until I saw the ruins of past glory, and saw, the barren 
hills and the utter poverty of multiplied'thousands today. Yet the 
Greek is a thrifty citizen, and the outlook is hopeful. .The water 
supply of. Athens is being modernized; a loan of $30,000,000 has 
been made to rebuild roads^and reclaim, land. With the help of 
Americans and. the'Red Cross, over 100,000 new-homes have been 
built. The Near East Relief Fund has saved thousands of these 
refugees from starvation and given them shelter. About fifty mil- 
lion dollars are sent to Greece yearly by Greek restaurant pro- 
prietors to America. In this part of the world American generosity 
is .apparent Everywhere.
